New York. It was hard to believe that 
a $3.500 claiming event would rival the 
Coaching Club American Oaks in public 
interest, but the ball bounces oddly at 
times. The claiming race was carded for 
jockeys of the future, being limited to 
riders who had not won 5 races, and it 
provided an extra ration of fun to pep 
up a day at the races. 

Through the years there has been talk 
of schools for jockeys and a greater al- 
lowance of weight for apprentices as 
means of producing more and_ better 
jockeys. But these plans seldom left the 
launching pad. Maybe the answer was too 
simple. As Earl Sande remarked about a 
quarter-century ago, “The only way a 
young boy learns to ride a horse in a 
race is for the young boy to ride a horse 
in a race.” 

With this simple idea in mind, director 
of racing Jimmy Kilroe inserted a race 
in the last book at Belmont Park calling 
for $3,500 claimers to go three-quarters 
“to be ridden by jockeys who have never 
won 5 races.” The race filled with 18 
horses, 4 of which had to be excluded. 

The resulting race, run on a hot Friday, 
drew as large a crowd to the paddock as 
an important feature. Good-humored 
heckling from all the young riders’ friends 
added to the pleasure of the occasion, and 
the mutuel turnover suggested that people 
bet on horses, not jockeys, after all. 

There was a photo finish, and the cam- 
era picked out Red Cadet as the winner, 
giving Norman Hargrave his first trip to 
the winner’s circle after about 25 mounts. 
Beaten a nose was Warren Fourre on 
Run Bully. riding in his first race. All 
got valuable experience at minimum 
cost. 

Each succeeding book in New York 
will have one of these races. The only 
drawback. a slight one, is that the Jockey’s 
Guild holds that the wins in these races 
should not be counted against the appren- 
because they are not competing 
with experienced riders. 

The Coaching Club American Oaks 
seemed to be a question of Berlo’s margin 


tices, 
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at the finish. The field of fillies had met 
once before, in the shorter Mother Goose, 
and the handsome, rugged Foxcatcher miss 
had toyed with them. As a_ stout late 
runner, she appeared to be favored by the 
added distance. and she was. Berlo won 
the Oaks by three-quarters of a length 
from Ogden Phipps’ Sarcastic for her 
fifth victory in 6 starts. In size and abil- 
ity, Berlo overshadows her division at this 
time. 

The Oaks probably will not stand out 
as one of Berlo’s better efforts when she 
is finished. Lack of pace put her on the 
lead long before she wanted to be, and 
once in front, she just cantered along 
holding Sarcastic safe. The final time of 
2:0415 for the 1144 miles looked poor in 
comparison with Resaca’s clocking of 
2:0275 a year earlier, but there is every 
reason to believe that Berlo is in form 
equal to that of Resaca last summer, and 
sounder. 

Jockey Eric Guerin maintains that 
Berlo “can do anything.” The veteran 
said, “The pace was so slow that you 
really can’t count that race, as I had to

go to the lead well before I wanted to.

an incredible run of hard luck. Trainer 
Yorky McLeod’s grin was broader than at 
any time since the royally bred (*Royal 
Charger—Tige O’Myheart) colt won the 
Saratoga Special last summer. 

“IT knew he had that kind of speed.” 
McLeod said as the colt cooled out after 
his Monmouth score. “(Chris) Rogers did 
exactly what I asked him to. There were 
a lot of colts in the race who didn’t figure 
to go very far, and I told the boy just to 
save ground around the first turn. let 
everybody go and make his move when 
they got halfway down the backside. 


“T thought all along he could win this 
race. | thought he should have won the 
Withers a couple of weeks ago. We had 
moved up to fourth place when Beau 
Purple broke a leg right in front of us 
and Ycaza had to pull him up. We drop- 
ped back to last and didn’t have a chance. 

“Then [| took him to Delaware for the 
Leonard Richards and he reared coming 
out of the gate. He had never been handled 
in the gate before that and I guess he 
didn’t like it. Or maybe he just found a 
race track he didn’t like. All I know is 
he came by the stands lumbering like a 
big old hobby-horse and wouldn't run any. 

“I asked the starters here today not to 
touch him at all in the gate and he came 
away okay. Rogers let the speed horses 
go and got over to the rail. When he went 
to the outside in the backstretch. he had 
clear sailing.” 

Irish Lancer’s troubles started a year 
ago at Monmouth Park. where he was in 
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*Ribot, the undefeated European champion, arrived 
June 23. He is shown at Belmont Park, where he was paraded on June 25. 
*Ribot is in the U. S. for a 5-year term and will stand at John W. Galbreath’s 
Darby Dan Farm.

training for the Sapling Stakes. 

“He pulled up lame one day.” McLeod 
recalled, “but we couldn’t find what was 
wrong with him. I thought he had worked 
himself out of it a few weeks later. He 
went out and won that stake at Saratoga. 
and | never gave it another thought that 
there might still be something wrong. 

“So I ran him back in another stake 
and he came back really lame that time. 
We found a broken bone in his left front 
knee. Mr. Raible and I hoped we could 
get him back to racing. so Dr. Reed and 
Dr. Delahanty operated on him at Cor- 
nell University.” 

Owner Charles G. Raible had been de- 
termined to buy the full brother to two- 
time champion filly Idun as soon as he 
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got his hands on the yearling sales cata- 
logue. 

“Mr. Raible told me to get him at any 
price.” MsLeod said. “Two years before, 
he bid $62.000 for this colt’s sister and 
stopped and the filly was sold (to Mrs. 
Josephine Paul) for $63.000. So he just 
sent me to the sales and told me to buy 
this colt no matter where the bidding went. 

“The main thing I have to watch with 
Irish Lancer is his weight. He’s such a 
big colt—and was. even as a 2-year-old 
—that he puts an awful lot of weight down 
on his legs when he gets running hard. 
But he hasn’t shown a trace of the old 
injury since he went back to training this 
spring. In one of his races in New York 
this year he ran a half in :4515 on the 
front end and tied a track record for 
seven-eighths, so I guess there can’t be 
much wrong with him any more. 

“Do I think he could have been close 
in the Triple Crown races if he had been 
ready for them? Heck, Ill never know the 
answer to that. But if nothing goes wrong 
again. we'll find out how good he is with 
the best 3-year-olds. I plan to go to Chi- 
cago with him for that race (Arlington 
Classic) on July 23, then come back to 
Monmouth for the race (Choice Stakes) 
here on August 3.” 


Little Tumbler 


The quickest piece of horseflesh seen 
here in many a season was unveiled on 
Friday. June 17, in a_ jackrabbit filly 
named for a greyhound. Little Tumbler, 
owned by Hollywood, Fla., businessman 
Joseph W. LaCroix. who races as Meadow- 
brook Stable, and trained by William R. 
Mitchell. a new Jersey native. reeled off 
514 furlongs in 1:05 in a race for non- 
winners of 2. There have been faster times 
for the distance in the 14 years of Mon- 
mouth’s modern existence, but the frac- 
tions and the manner of this bay daugh- 
ter of Royal Note—Fairy Dancer. by 
Blenheim. were the eye-openers. 

D & H Stable’s Sandyjean was the fa- 
vorite until she unseated Bill Hartack 
in the post parade. ran off for an eighth 
of a mile, then tried to buck Hartack from 
his seat again. The crowd’s allegiance 
switched abruptly to Litthe Tumbler. and 
she came out of the gate like something 


possessed, 

With Charley Burr virtually leaning 
back. Little Tumbler went the first quar- 
ter-mile in :21 and the half in :44%5,. 
With a long lead. she galloped the final 
three-sixtenths in :2075. 

“We have her staked all over the coun- 
try.” LaCroix said proudly the next morn- 
ing as he watched Mitchell supervise train- 
ing for the 26 horses he has stabled at 
Monmouth. “She'll run here in the Col- 
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leen (June 29), and she'll come back in 
the Sorority (July 30). We'd have put 
her in the Sapling. too. if there were a 
2-week span after the Sorority. but it 
would be asking too much of her.” 

“If all goes right.” Mitchell added. 
“we'll send her to Chicago for that big 
filly race out there, then prepare for the 
Gardenia at Garden State in the fall. I'm 
anxious to find out whether she can carry 
that speed for a mile and a_ sixteenth. 
But so far. haven’t been able to figure a 
way to find out. I’ve asked her to catch 
older horses. and she’s done it. There’s 
just nobody in my barn who can stay with 
her long enough for me to judge how she'll 
go when another horse gives her a battle.” 

LaCroix is a 38-year-old native of New- 
ton, Mass.. who grew up in nearby Brain- 
tree. After Navy service during the war. 
he moved to Florida, got a $1.25 an-hour 
job as a carpenter, and within a year he 
and a partner were up to their necks in 
the building boom in Hollywood. Another 
2 years later, LaCroix had completed a 
200-house development in West Holly- 
wood. He now is half-owner of a utility 
company in that town. 

Turning to dog racing as a diversion, 
LaCroix soon owned a stable of 150. He 
still owns the greyhound Little Tumbler. 
which has won 30 stakes races and $90.000 
in the past 6 years. LaCroix’s partner 
in the greyhound stable introduced him to 
Mitchell. who had raced dogs as a_ boy 
with his father some 35 years ago. La- 
Croix turned to Mitchell when he made 
the transition to Thoroughbréds in Febru- 
ary of 1958. LaCroix and Mitchell have 
41 horses in training. besides 19 foals. 
22 brocdmares. and the stallion Ambe- 
having at the 372-acre Meadowbrook 
Farm in Ocala. Fla.. where LaCroix also 
boards cther people’s stock end breaks 
vearlings, 

He got Litthe Tumbler for $10.590 at 


Ralph Lowe’s New Policy ran within a fifth of a second of the world’s record for 14, miles when he posted a 1:46%5 clock- 
ing in the $50,000-added Cinema Handicap at Hollywood Park on June 25. New Policy, by *Khaled—*Feu Follet, by Fair 
Trial, led all the way, winning by 144 lengths from Tempestuous with the favored T. V. Lark 6!2 lengths farther back 
in third place. New Policy carried second high weight of 123 pounds, 3 pounds less than the 126 carried by T. V. Lark. 
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Keeneland, and the first time Mitchell 
breezed her at Gulfstream Park last No- 
vember. he knew the stable had its first 
stakes horse. 

“The clockers caught her in 15 flat for 
three-sixteenths.” he said, “cnd when he 
ran her the first time at Hialeah. she won 
by 6 lengths in two-fifths off the track 
record. At Gulfstream. Boulmetis batted 
her once out of the gate and she racked 
up the whole field and was disqualified. 
She ran back in the Gulfstream Park Din- 
ner Stakes and all he did was wave the 
stick at her and she swerved just enough 
to lose. 

“She came out of that race sore behind 
and gave us a scare. No vet could find 
anything wrong. and I left her in the stall 
for 10 days and the soreness disappeared. 
Yesterday. we had blinkers en her for the 
first time. and | told Burr to keep a good 
hold on her and not to hit her or show her 
the stick. no matter what.” 

LaCroix was looking ahezd to the time 
when the filly would join his broodmare 
band. “I wouldn’t sell Little Tumbler if 
she could never run another race.”

CALIFORNIA 
New Policy, New Record 


Los ANGELEs. Owner Ralph Lowe and 
trainer Johnny Adams. having done all 
they could for New Policy. had left the 
paddock at Hollywood Park and were re- 
turning to their box for the running of 
the 11,-mile Cinema Handicap. last and 
toughest test leading up to the $100.000 
added Hollywood Derby. 

“T don’t think he can do it.” Lowe com- 
mented, as they waited for the elevator.

“He’s improving.” Adams said, “and I 
wouldn’t be too surprised if he ran a big 
race and won today.” 

That was the way it turned out. A few 
minutes later. New Policy broke from the 
No. 13 post position on the extreme out- 
side. streaked into an early lead, killed 
off the opposition that tried to go with 
him. and captured the Cinema in new 
track record time of 1:46%5. He was only 
a fifth of a second off the world’s record 
of 1:4625 set by Bug Brush in 1959 at 
Santa Anita. 

The track. of course. was terrifically 
fast—faster than it had been on any other 
day this season. In the race just before 
the Cinema. *Ole Fols came within a 
fifth of a second of El Drag’s world and 
track record of 1:20 for 7 furlongs. 

Still. it was a big race, the kind of per- 
formance that must have made Victoria 
Park’s board of strategy wonder for a 
moment about shipping 3.000 miles to 
meet a colt that comes so close to world’s 
records on any kind of a track. Before 
the Cinema. the Derby looked like a gift 
to Victoria Park. Now there will be at 
least one sharp and improving 3-year-old 
from the West to give him a tussle. 


Early Troubles 


In March of 1959 Lowe bought the 2- 
year-olds New Policy. Angel Flight, and 
Flash Action from Rex Ellsworth for 
$150.000. Flash Action was sold later for 
$5.000: Angel Flight has met only moder- 
ate success. but New Policy has come close 
to paying for the trio. His victory in the 
Cinema brought his earnings to $133,300. 

“He’s done well. especially for a horse 
that has had so much trouble.” Adams 
said. “Last summer at Hollywood Park 
he threw a shoe and wrenched an ankle 
in the Juvenile Championship Stakes. 
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Then, last winter at Santa Anita, he 
caught the virus that was going around. 
and we finally had to let up on him. He 
had a temperature for 3 days. 

“Because of those things, New Policy 
stopped when in front in many of his races, 
and folks got the idea that he was strictly 
a sprinier. Will he go a mile and a quar- 
ter? Well. I've always believed that a 
horse that will go a mile and a furlong 
will go another eighth without too much 
trouble.” 

Because New Policy: was on the outside 
for the start of the Cinema, Adams told 
Shoemaker to use his own judgment about 
going for the lead. “If you want to use 
his speed,” Johnny said, “I believe he can 
outrun just about any horse there is.” 

Shoemaker elected to get out in front, 
where he would be free of any traffic 
jams that might develop, and it proved 
to be a wise decision. Tempestuous, a 
colt that was claimed for $15,000 re- 
cently, was a length off New Policy in 
the backstretch, with Henrijan, First Bal- 
cony, Nagea, Have Tux, Blank Check, and 
Top Caliber bunched on his heels, spread 
out across the track. 


On the far turn, all but Tempestuous 
began falling back, as T. V. Lark, the 
9-5 favorite, began moving up along the 
rail. At the top of the homestretch, Tem- 
pestuous was only half a length away. 
But Shoemaker, flailing away with the 
whip in his left hand, kept New Policy 
going strongly, and in the last sixteenth 
he shook off Tempestuous to win by a 
length and a half. 


T. V. Lark had come out to the middle 
of the track at the top of the stretch, but 
from there on was unable to close any 
ground. His rider, Bill Harmatz, felt that 
T. V. Lark hung under his top impost of 
126 pounds. 


Best of the 2-Year-Olds 


The day before the Cinema, Hollywood 
Park fans got their first look at Pappa’s 
All, the gray son of *Pappa Fourway— 
*Queen of All that is being hailed as the 
fastest 2-year-old in California. Pappa’s 
All has won 5 in a row, and is the early 
favorite for the C. S. Howard Stakes and 
the $100.000-added Hollywood Juvenile 
Championship. He’s a chunky gray that 
bears quite a resemblance to Determine. 
Perhaps he’s a couple of shades lighter in 
color. But, like Determine. he’s heavier 
than he looks, and trainer Buddy Leavitt 
estimates that he weighs about 1.100 
pounds. 

He equaled the track record the first 
time he ran at Bay Meadows. The next 
time out, in the Apple Valley Stakes, he 
broke it. Then he cracked his own track 
record in capturing the Bay Meadows Fu- 
turity. 

“He won here just like he did at Bay 
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Meadows,” Leavitt commented, “pulling 
away in the stretch when challenged. 
Jockey George Taniguchi touched him 
once with the whip, and he just took off.” 


Taniguchi, who has become the colt’s 
regular rider, says that Pappa’s All is 
faster than Bagdad, which he also handled 
as a 2-year-old. Asked to compare Pappa’s 
All with Old Pueblo, which he also rode 
as a 2-year-old, Taniguchi said, “He was 
really a fast colt, but Old Pueblo was 
strictly a sprinter. I’m_ positive that 
Pappa’s All will go on.” 

Pappa’s All has a placid disposition, 
and practically falls asleep while being 
saddled for a race. He is never jumpy 
or nervous, and he runs with perfect mo- 
tion. 

His dam was brought to this country 
from England by Sid Luft. When the 
latter decided to sell, Buddy’s dad, Charley 
Leavitt, talked Mr. and Mrs. Grover King, 
of Whittier, into buying her. Buddy and 
his dad have been training about 15 years 
for King. who is in the real estate and 
investment business. They sold *Queen of 
All recently to Paul Teas, but in Pappa’s 
All they own the colt that has a running 
start toward 2-year-old honors in the West.

Handicap at 9 furlongs. 

“This was (Braulio) Baeza’s first time 
on him, and I thought he did an excep- 
tional job,” Parke said later. “He fol- 
lowed my instructions perfectly. I had to 
talk to him through his agent, because he 
doesn’t understand much English, and I 
wanted to be sure he understood that I 
wanted him to rate him a little. Our horse 
has speed, but I told him there was a 
lot of other speed in the race, and to be 
careful. Last time this horse ran (in the 
1°,-mile Edgemere Handicap at Belmont 
on June 1) he got used up too much on 
the front end and finished out of the 
money.” 

All of Quiz Star’s 9 starts this year 
had been on the grass. He has won 6 
times, starting with a $20,000 claiming 
tag at Hialeah on January 19. In 3 of 
his previous wins (including the Wilwyn 
Handicap at Laurel on April 2) Quiz Star 
led practically from start to finish, and 
in the other 2 he had assumed the lead 
early. But in his other prior stakes en- 
gagement, the Riggs Handicap at Pim- 
lico on May 7, Quiz Star had faltered 
after setting the pace for 5 furlongs. 

In the Grassland, Quiz Star was a 
close-up fourth early in the running, 
about 3 lengths behind the front-stepping 
invader from Canada, Jack Leonard Sr.’s 
Indian Creek, a former runner for Mrs. 
Ada L. Rice. The Sunnyside Stable’s top- 
weighted Resolved (124), which had taken 
2 consecutive grass stakes, prompted 
Indian Creek for half a mile, then took 
over and opened a 2-length lead swinging 
for home. Quiz Star (122) and Manassas 
(117). the 1-2 choices, saved ground on 
the stretch turn and then went resolutely 
after the leader. Quiz Star had a length 
edge at the eighth-pole, lengthened his 
margin, and easily held Manassas safe. 
*Martini II, 13th and last after the 
first quarter-mile, was a fairly good 
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third. Last summer, when the Grassland 
was run at 6 furlongs, Manassas won on 
the disqualification of Benedicto. 

The grass has been left high this sea- 
son, and the times for turf races have 
been slow. When Resolved caught the 
speedy Alhambra in the Olympia, the time 
for the 6 furlongs was 1:15%45. A. soft 
track was a partial explanation, but the 
high grass was the chief reason. Alhambra 


went the first half in :47, and Resolved 
had only to run the last quarter in about 
29 seconds to win. The grass had been cut 
some days before the Grassland, and 
the track was firm, but Quiz Star took 
1:5025 for the 9 furlongs. The track rec- 
ord is 1:4715. 

Quiz Star is a tall, raw-boned, muscular 
horse. He’s not prepossessing—except in 
the way he bounces over the grass course. 


Control of the Chicago Tracks 


The question so many people have 
asked me: What will happen at Arlington 
Park and Washington Park now that Ben 
Lindheimer is gone? 

The answer: I don’t know. 

It all depends on personalities. If her 
mother, if her sister and if her brother are 
content to let Mrs. Marjorie Lindheimer 
Everett continue to operate the two tracks, 
as she practically has in recent years, 
things may continue as heretofore. If two 
or all align against her, there'll be fire- 
works. 

Are the four persons involved compat- 
ible .. . do they get along? I don’t know. 
One person, who’s been around Chicago 
racing for many years, insists in a show- 
down it'll be 3-1 against Mrs. Everett. 
Another person, who’s been around almost 
as long, believes the four Lindheimers are 
friendly to one another. 

Mr. Lindheimer’s will was filed in pro- 
bate court recently. He left one-third of 
his worldly goods to his .widow, Mrs. 
Vera B. Lindheimer, with the other two- 
thirds divided equally among his son, 
Walter B. Lindheimer, and his two daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Everett and Mrs. Patricia L. 
Steiner. 

There are 250,825 shares of Arlington 
Park stock and 240,000 shares in Wash- 
ington Park. 

Under the terms of the will, and count- 
ing previous individual holdings, the 
Lindheimers hold the following number 
of shares in Arlington Park: 

Mrs. Lindheimer—40.516. Mrs. Everett 
—33.034. Walter—30.072. Patricia—30.- 
073. Thus. as of latest records. the Lind- 
heimers own 133.695 of the 250.825 Ar- 
lington Park shares—approximately 53 
per cent of the total. 

The Lindheimers’ share of stock in 
Washington Park is much greater: 

Mrs. Lindheimer—54.823. Mrs. Everett 
—39.399. Walter—39.199,  Patricia—39,- 
199, 

This comprises 172.620 shares of the 
240.000 outstanding—roughly 72 per cent. 

This is not taking into consideration the 
8.600 shares of Arlington stock held by 
the Arlington Park Jockey Club, Inc., and 
the 4.200 shares of Washington Park stock 
held by the Washington Park Jockey Club. 

Daniel F. Rice of Chicago. in recent 
years a bitter critic of the Lindheimer 
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management. controls 15.605 shares of 
Arlington Park stock and 4,330 shares of 
Washington Park. Rice. a noted owner and 
breeder, has not run a horse at Arlington 
or Washington Park the past two seasons. 
His big beef: the scrambling of the Ar- 
lington and Washington Park dates, in 
which Arlington holds its first 2 weeks 
at Washington Park: its last 4 at Ar- 
lington. and all of Washington Park’s 31 
days are run at Arlington Park. He feels 
this is destroying the identity of the Ar- 
lington Park Jockey Club meeting. 

The two other largest Arlington stock- 
holders, both on the board of directors, 
are John G. Cella (10.370) and Richard 
M. Moss (12.800), both of St. Louis. 
Cella operates Oaklawn Park. 

Arlington Park and Washington Park 
Jockey Clubs also control most of the 
108.500 shares of the Balmoral stock. Rice, 
incidentally. controls 4.000 shares of Bal- 
moral stock. 

Shortly after her father died, Mrs. Ever- 
ett said through the tracks’ publicity man 
that she had no desire to fill her father’s 
shoes as executive director. She is listed 
as a vice-president and director of both 
Arlington Park and Washington Park. 

Mrs. Everett said a man well versed in 
all phases of race track operation would 
be sought to actually run the tracks, al- 
though she was interested in remaining 
“in the picture.” 

This writer immediately speculated that 
her husband. Webb Everett, would be the 
logical person perhaps to take over such 
a role. Everett has been in racing a long 
time, currently being general manager and 
vice-president of Golden Gate Fields in 
California. He’s a friendly, affable man. 
There was no response from the track 
spokesman. 

A word here about the recently com- 
pleted 30-day Balmoral meeting at Wash- 
ington Park: Class-wise it was by far the 
best in recent history. The big question. 
I think. was because management permit- 
ted about 2 dozen 5-horse and 6-horse 
races (the greatest majority dandy events) 
to be run. In other years, most of these 
would have been cancelled. There was still 
a dearth of races at 9 furlongs and be- 
yond. All in all, new racing secretary 
Tommy Trotter did a wonderful job.

VIRGINIA TOUR 


There was a time, in the dear dead days 
beyond retraction, when we saw nearly 
all the Saratoga yearlings in Kentucky, 
from Hopkinsville to Winchester, and then 
rattled over Gauley Mountain and follow- 
ed the buggy trails into Virginia to see 
the rest of them. Then we came _ back 
to the office and wrote about fine quality, 
rugged constitution, high withers, high 
behinds, sloping shoulders, short cannons, 
and strong pasterns until the magazine 
was full of notes for the intelligent shop- 
per. 

Some of the horse trainers thought they 
could find out more about the yearlings 
than we told them, and they also made the 
rounds of the farms in advance of the 
auctions. Some of them took the precaution 
to do their looking in the spring; they 
wanted to see the merchandise before it 
was packaged for the market. 

Somehow, as the world grew smaller 
and the yearling market bigger, it became 
impossible for us, and for the trainers, to 
do such extensive traipsing about the 
farms. We found that it was just as well: 
the less we wrote about them, and the 
less trainers saw of them before the auc- 
tions, the larger the number of good horses 
that came from the rings at Saratoga and 
Keeneland. Market breeders, accepting the 
challenge of stronger competition, turned 
out better and better horses, and got 
higher and higher prices for them. 

Virginia breeders have moved up as the 
competitive pace increased, but a few 
years ago they went around the field on 
the last turn and instituted a conducted 
tour for inspection of the yearlings to be 
sold at Saratoga. As with other merchan- 
dising techniques, it is difficult to guess 
how much “action” results from the tour. 
But for anyone whose eye lights up at

On Wednesday. June 29, the board of 
directors of the Arlington Park Jockey 
Club met and appointed a six-member 
“operating committee” to supervise oper- 
tion of the track. The committee members, 
all of whom are directors, are Graham 
Smith, John D. Allen, Ralph L. Atlass, 
Mrs. Webb Everett, John B. Gallagher, 
and William T. Young Jr. 

The committee announced that Mrs. 
Everett would supervise the Arlington 
Park meeting under “the authority and 
control of the operating committee.” Be- 
fore the Washington Park meeting opens 
at Arlington on August 1, 2 members of 
the Washington Park Jockey Club will 
be added to the operating committee. 
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the sight of a good yearling (or a good 
drink), it is an occasion of genuine pleas- 
ure. For the vendors it represents an extra 
touch of salesmanship in a setting which 
Michael Drayton called “God’s only para- 
dise.” (Drayton, who died more than 3 
centuries ago, never saw the place, but 
he was hep.) For the yearlings themselves 
it provides experience in the difficult art 
of standing for inspection. 

The 1960 tour began on the morning of 
June 25 at Morven Stud, near Charlottes- 
ville, moved from there to L. Clay Camp’s 
new and well appointed Glenmore Farm 
at Shadwell, to C. McGhee Baxter's The 
Barracks, then to the North Cliff Farm 
of Mr. and Mrs. Melville Church If at 
Rixeyville. The next day the cavaicade 
gathered at noon at Hubert Phipps’ Rock- 
burn Farm (Blenheim Farms. before the 
death of John S. Phipps). whence it moved 
to Mr. and Mrs. Taylor Hardin’s New- 
stead Farm at Upperville, and finally, in 
the twilight of a lovely afternoon. to Mrs. 
Kenneth Gilpin’s Scaleby estate at Boyce. 

Only a few prospective buyers were 
present when John Finney first picked up 
the Fasig-Tipton microphone to introduce 
the yearlings at the beginning of the tour 
on Saturday morning, but the crowd grew. 
and by Sunday afternoon it included a 
number of sportsmen who in_ previous 
years had demonstrated their enthusiasm 
at the sales ring. 

What the buyers saw last week-end was 
probably the most attractive group of year- 
lings ever consigned by Virginians to the 
Saratoga auctions. There were more top- 
scoring individuals, and a larger propor- 
tion of good ones, then we had ever seen 
in the Old Dominion. 

Appraisal of yearlings varies widely 
from one person to another, of course, 
and even the same person is likely to vary 
from one day to another in his judgment. 
just as he wavers before laying down a 
bet at the race track. But as they appeared 
to us on June 25 and June 26, 1960, the 
more distinguished yearlings in the Vir- 
ginia group included the following, not 
in the order they were seen, but in the 
order in which they appeared in the pre- 
liminary catalogue the Fasig-Tipton Com- 
pany had prepared for the occasion. 


In L. Clay Camp’s consignment. repre- 
senting stock purchased from L. S. Mac- 
Phail, the *Hafiz—Benign colt, General 
Staff—Bellesoeur colt, Occupy—*Badrel 
Badour colt, *Hafiz—Our Hostess filly, 
General Staff—Proverb colt. The colts 
out of *Badrel Badour, Bellesoeur, and 
Proverb were most impressive. The con- 
dition and manners of the stock reflect 
the owner’s previous experience with show 
horses. 

Fenton Farm’s filly by Count Fleet—

Because of an injury sustained in the Hopeful 
Stakes, Irish Lancer had been away from the 
races for 8 months when he returned to competi- 
tion in May.

Electrocardiographic Scoring 


Editor's note. Dr. William H. Wright 
and Dr. M. J. Gerard last week issued a 
preliminary statement concerning their 
studies on electrocardiographic scoring of 
Thoroughbred horses racing in New York. 
A more complete report is being prepared 
for publication. The text of the statement 
released last week is given below. 


It seems timely, with the attention fo- 
cused on the equine electrocardiogram, 
that a summary of our 4-year study on the 
racing horse be presented. 

In 1956, at the New York State Veter- 
inary College, Cornell University, Dr. M. 
J. Gerard, with the co-operation of Dr. 
D. Glazier (Professor of Physiology, Vet- 
erinary College of Dublin, Ireland), and 
Dr. D. Delahanty (Professor of Large 
Animal Surgery), did the research and 
experimentation which provided the the- 
oretical foundation upon which our clin- 
ical evaluations are founded. During the 
same period, Dr. W. H. Wright was ac- 
quiring clinical data at Belmont Park. 

In 1957, Dr. J. D. Steel’s preliminary 
communication was printed in the Med- 
ical Journal of Australia, January 19, 
1957. In brief, he defines the normal 
electrocardiogram of the racing horse in

The greatest barrier to applying the 
electrocardiograph as a method of choos- 
ing likely candidates for successful racing 


careers is the time-consuming necessity 
of establishing normal values for a given 
population. 

To date. we have evaluated over 400 
Thoroughbred horses and over 100 Stand- 
ardbred horses. Our plan has been to start 
with yearlings. when possible. In addition, 
pedigrees and conformation factors were 
noted. Blood tests were taken when pos- 
sible and their results also noted. The 
yearlings were scored on the basis of the 
electrocardiogram alone and on the com- 
bined data including the electrocardio- 
gram. Essential to this evaluation was 
establishing normal values for our popu- 
lation of race horses. 

Foreign normal values are not applic- 
able to the population of race horses 
studied in New York, nor are all the 
descriptions of abnormal electrocardio- 
grams. The Australian method of heart 
evaluation for racing is not statistically 
as significant as stated in the foreign re- 
port for our American-bred and -fed 
horses. Electrocardiograms are a definite 
adjunct to the clinical evaluation of the 
equine Thoroughbred; however, the racing 
ability of the horse depends upon a mul- 
titude of factors of which the heart is a 
very important one. It is significant that 
every stake horse tested rated high in 
the American scoring program. 

We are grateful to the many trainers 
who co-operated in this program.

The 
publishers, however. always have kept to 
a minimum the promotional aspects of 
the book. with the result that the Review 
remains the most useful annual report 
covering racing and breeding throughout 
the world. 


AMERICAN RACING MANUAL, 1960, 
Triangle Publications, Chicago, $10. 


The Manual for more than half a cen- 
tury has been the primary source of ref- 
erence for data on racing in North Amer- 
ica. and it has grown in keeping with the 
growth of the sport, its 1960 edition reach- 
ing 1.316 pages. exclusive of advertising. 
One of the oldest and most valuable sec- 
tions. of course, is the one which gives 
one-line summaries of the annual records 
of all runners: from these records are de- 
rived the data to be reorganized according 
to dams in Thoroughbred Broodmare Rec- 
ords and according to sires in American 
Race Horses. A thousand other features, 
annual and retrospective. place the Man- 
ual in the category of references to be 
kept within arm’s reach. 
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RACING ABROAD 


AUSTRALIA 
Country Horse 


SypNeY. When a 100-to-1 country geld- 
ing. the 4-year-old Wallgar (Ungar—Sis- 
ter Pat). downed the odds-on Fine and 
Dandy, a 3-year-old carrying 28 pounds 
more than the winner, the result was pro- 
claimed a fluke. The race was the 5-fur- 


long Lightning Stakes. run at Eagle 
Farm. In the final furlong Fine and 


Dandy dashed to the front and the bettors 
were all smiles. Suddenly the smiles be- 
came scowls as the unheralded Wallgar 
came on the scene with a withering run 
that carried him to victory over the favor- 
ite. 

The Lightning was a dress rehearsal for 
the £10,000 Stradbroke Handicap. and 
Fine and Dandy’s place as first favorite 
was not threatened. In this race he carried 
120 pounds as against Wallgar’s 102. and 
the field of 15 was composed of some of 
the finest sprinters from New Zealand and 
the various Australian states. 

The punters sent Fine and Dandy out 
an 1]-to-4 chance. Inside the furlong the 
favorite again hit the front and looked 
home and hosed until the country gelding 
swooped down on him and again ran away 
to a comfortable win. Hianthus. another 
Queenslander, was third. Time for the 7 
furlongs was 1:23.7. 

Wallgar collected £7,000 of the prize 
money, and trainer T. S. Doyle inquired 
ever so politely whether the wiseacres still 
regarded his charge as a fluke winner. 

Second leg of the Queensland double 
was the £12.000 Brisbane Cup. The 2-mile 
race last year was won narrowly by Mac- 
dougal from Grand Garry. and both horses 
contested the race again. 

Valerius, who had won at Randwick the 
Invitation Stakes and had run second to 
Grand Garry in the Sydney Cup, went 
out a 5-to-2 favorite, and in a_ stirring 
struggle with lightly weighted Essayist 
he scored by a short neck, with Dow Street 
third in a field of 13. Grand Garry. which 
had gone out of favor because of poor 
track work, finished a good fourth. well 
ahead of the Melbourne Cup winner Mac- 
dougal. 

Valerius belongs to that remarkable 
group of winners by Delville Wood out of 
Eternal City, which includes Prince Del- 
ville. AJC Derby and Doomben Cup win- 
ner, the ill-fated stayer Caesar, Roman 
Holiday, Sir William, and the filly Redes- 
wood, which won the Flight Stakes at 
Randwick. 

Valerius won the Cup by a short neck 
and the time was 3:2115. J. Thompson 
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had to ride him desperately when Essayist 
went past him near home. His owners are 
Sir Alan Potter. chairman of the AJC, 
and K. Mackay. and he is trained by pop- 
ular veteran Frank Dalton, who was 
*Monte Carlo’s mentor in Australia. 

Tulloch, with an easy win in the weight- 
for-age O'Shea Stakes. 101% furlongs at 
Eagle Farm. took his earnings to almost 
£78.000. 


Noholme for America 


Gene Goff. the oilman from Texas. keeps 
on proving that he is sold on Australian 
Thoroughbreds. Having already booked 45 
horses for his Arkansas stud, he now has 
paid a 5-figure sum for one of our weight- 
for-age stars. Noholme (Star Kingdom— 
Oceana). Todman’s full brother. 

Said jockey Neville Sellwood. “I’m 
sorry that we are losing Noholme; he is 
worth all the money paid for the other 
45 horses. and would have cleaned up the 
weight-for-age events in Melbourne and 
Sydney next spring.” 

As Noholme will be only 4 years old in 
America, he looks certain to win some 
good races before retiring to stud. 


In Queensland. where horses from New 
Zealand and most states of Australia are 
competing for the rich winter prizes, they 
are talking of “another Bernborough” 
having arrived in the form of a 2-year-old 
named Refulgent. by the Melbourne Cup 
winner Dalray from Chez Dior. (*Bern- 
borough hailed from Queensland. ) 

Sydney trainers who saw Refulgent win- 
ning the 7-furlong Sires’ Produce Stakes 
at Eagle Farm by half a dozen lengths. 
with the Sydney star Gemini Prince 1144 
lengths farther back in third place, have 
described Refulgent as “a_ bottler.” “a 
champion.” as everything that stamps the 
youngster as something out of the ordin- 
ary. 

True to his name. Refulgent has been 
shining brightly and has won 5 of his 
6 starts. He is a tall. powerfully built 
chestnut. In winning the Sires’ Produce, 
he took 1:24.8 without being called upon 
for an efort by his rider. Refulgent, which 
cost 1.900 guineas as a yearling. is to 
have a strenuous spring campaign, in- 
cluding the Derbys and the £25,000 Cen- 
tenary Melbourne Cup.

Belgian Classic Winners 


Paris. As winner of the Poule d’Essai 
des Pouliches and Prix Gustave du Roy 


de Blicquy (Oaks). Mona appears best 
of the 3-year-old fillies in Belgium, but 
the ranking of the colts remains confused 
after the spring classics. 

Fangio (Banco—Fastrade II, by Fast- 
net) asserted a claim to leadership in 
April. when he easily defeated Beau De- 
part (Aldis Lamp—Demi-Canaille, by 
Nino). the Poule d’Essai winner Mister 
Bing (Bingo—Miss_ Liberty, by Saint 
Ghislain), and others, including Mona, 
in the 114-mile Grande Poule des Pro- 
duits. 

When the first 3 of the Grande Poule 
met again in the 114-mile Derby Belge at 
Boitsfort on May 8. Fangio was beaten 
a neck by Engpass. which had made a 
brilliant first start in the 11-furlong Prix 
Edouard d’Oultremont. Beau Depart was 
third, Skiteni fourth, Mister Bing fifth. 
Owned by the Mydlinghoven Stud, Eng- 
pass is a brother to the good filly Escorte, 
winner of the Belgian Oaks and St. Leger 
equivalents in 1958. His sire is the Prix 
Hocquart winner Val Drake and his dam 
the German mare Engadina (by Sultan 
Mahomed). which traces to Palotta, 
granddam of Lady Josephine. 

Fangio and Engpass finished only third 
and fourth when they met again in the 
Grand Prix de Bruxelles, 1 11/16 miles, 
on May 29. Two lengths in front at the 
finish was the French colt Regalito (Mer- 
idien—Reine. by Motley), winner of the 
Derby du Midi at Bordeaux, but he was 
disqualified for interference and placed 
second. Stewards awarded the victory to 
Le Sanglier (Djefou—Ramayana, by Fair 
Copy). which had won 3 of his 4 races 
as a 2-year-old. 

Le Sanglier, owned by the Ecurie Les 
Tilleuls, is by the Djebel horse Djefou, 
sire of the Prix du Jockey Club winner 
Rapace. The winner’s third dam, Her- 
linde. is dam of Laborde and Pharaon 
and granddam of Alindrake, all good win- 
ners in France. 

Mona’s victory in the Belgian Oaks 
equivalent at Boitsfort on June 6 was 
accomplished with ease. The daughter of 
Aldis Lamp—Yankee, by Tai Yang, fin- 
ished 3 lengths ahead of Toscane (Le De- 
stroyer—Signora, by Ticino), which had 
been third in the Poule d’Essai_ des 
Pouliches.

SCANDINAVIA 
Royal Scarlett's Danish Derby 


Osto. Royal Scarlett won the Danish 
Derby. run Sunday, June 19, at the 
Klampenborg course just outside of Co- 
penhagen. Second was the Norwegian 
colt Aleppo, winner last month of the 
Swedish Two Thousand Guineas. Third was 
the Danish colt Vitalius. with the favorite, 
Darlington, fourth. 

There were 12 runners, including one 
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filly. Two of the colts were Norwegian 
(Aleppo and Thunderbird), 2 were Swe- 
dish (Dandolo and Straightful). 

The race was not truly run. Thunderbird 
was allowed to take the lead in a very 
moderate tempo. Going into the first turn, 
Royal Scarlett was among the last in a 
closely bunched field. Thunderbird still 
led 3 furlongs out, but suddenly weaken- 
ed and finished last but one. Then Vitalius 
hit the front and stayed there till headed 
by Darlington, but Darlington also gave 
way in the last 100 yards. Then on the 
outside came Royal Scarlett, and when 
his triumph seemed secured, along came 
Aleppo, which after dropping back among 
the trailers at the final turn, surged ahead 
in the final furlong. About 30 yards from 
the winning post Aleppo either swerved 
and lost his balance for a stride or was 
interfered with by Royal Scarlett. An ob- 
jection was overruled by the stewards 
after nearly 20 minutes. 

Third was Vitalius, which possibly lost 
his chance when he hit a pole which marks 
the inside of the course. He was beaten 
only a length, but stayed on to beat Dar- 
lington by another three parts of a length, 
with Acrobat in fifth place, another half 
a length further away. The time was 
2:3534. 

Royal Scarlett is owned and bred by 
the Stuteri Scarlett, by far the biggest 
racing stable and stud in Denmark, owned 
by the shipowner Jorgen Jensen of Copen- 
hagen. The colt is a dark bay by Flush 
Royal, which ran third to Bey in the 
French Derby and second to My Love in 
the Grand Prix de Paris. Royal Scarlett’s 
dam, Brink, is by an obscure sire, Edgehill 
(by Bosworth), and the breeding is 
strangely un-classical. The second dam is 
Princess Lavanya, by Twelve Pointer 
(Royal Realm—Fin Glen, by Andover) 
out of Silver Argos, by Argosy—Silver 
Fleece, by Jaeger—Dead Certainty, by 
Laveno. 

Aleppo, owned in Norway by Jorgen J. 
Lorentzen, is by Hyperbole (Hyperion— 
Avenue, by Fairway) out of Altruist, by 
Alycidon out of Fair Honey, by Fairway. 
Vitalius is by Solonaway out of Silver 
Thistle, by Sol Oriens. He is owned by 
N. Bronton-Jensen of Copenhagen. He 
was second to Darlington in the Danish 
_Two Thousand Guineas and third to Dar- 
lington and Acrobat in the Danish Derby 
Trial Stakes. 

Royal Scarlett and Aleppo will next 
meet in the Swedish Derby at the 
Jaegerso course outside Malmoe in 
southern Sweden. Vitalius will also run 
in the Swedish Derby, but Darlington 
will probably be favored by this sharp 
track, which is not a testing one. The 
Norwegian Derby in August, with a severe 
4-furlong run-in, will probably decide 
which is the best 3-year-old in Scandi- 
navia.

Top of the 3-Year-Olds 


San JuAN. Stanarn. a strapping colt by 
Nahar—Lady Airlie. left on doubts in the 
minds of the 7.200 fans at San Juan’s El 
Comandante Race Track on June 19 that 
he is by far the best imported 3-year-old 
here. as he easily won the 7-furlong 
$10.350 Clasico Barcelo, first leg of Puerto 
Rico’s triple crown for imports.

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Racing Class a 


Odds Based on Experience 


It was about 4 years ago that a prom- 
inent breeder propounded the question: 
what percentage of top-class male race 
horses become successful sires? It took 
about 2 years. until April, 1958. to as- 
semble the data necessary to give a com- 
prehensive answer to the question. Com- 
prehensive enough, that is. for the breeder 
to apply his own subjective criteria in 
defining top class and sire success. 

Now. thanks to the format in which the 
records of stallions and their progeny are 
given in American Race Horses, it is a 
relatively simple task to assemble data for 
determining the relationship between 
racing class and success in the stud, not 
only for horses of the highest class, but 


nd Sire Success 


for others at various levels. insofar as the 
racing class of parent and offspring may 
be measured by earnings. 

The list of sires and their runners which 
appeared for the first time in the 1958 
volume of American Race Horses included 
the racing index (ratio of actual earnings 
to average opportunity) for most stallions 
which had been represented by more than 
a few runners in North America. The 1959 
volume, to be published within the next 
few weeks. includes a complete sire list 
in the same format. with racing indexes 
on all but a few stallions. 

The degree of success in the stud is 
shown for each stallion by the cumulative, 
or lifetime. index for his progeny. The 
progeny records in North America are 
complete for a period of 20 years, 1940-

59; thus they represent complete lifetime 
totals for all but a few stallions, such 
as *Sir Gallahad III, Blue Larkspur, Reigh 
Count, Chance Shot, *Challenger I, and 
some other distinguished horses which had 
progeny racing before 1940. 


Effect of Pedigree Judgements 


The comparison between racing class 
and degree of success in the stud is made 
by cross-tallying stallions according to 
their own racing indexes and the cumu- 
lative indexes of their progeny. Table I, 
accounting for the 1.181 stallions with at 
least one runner each in 1959 and with 
at least 40 year-starters each. gives the 
numerical results of the tally. Table II 
translates the numbers into cumulative 
percentages. from which it is possible to 
determine the extent to which a stallion’s 
chances vary according to his own rate 
of earnings. 

Most breeders. of course. tend to assign 
as much importance to pedigree as to 
racing class. There is no actual evidence 
that pedigree carries anything near the 
predictive value of racing class, and it 
cannot be measured except by a sort of 
intuitive process varying with the individ- 
ual breeder. 

Judgment of pedigree, nevertheless, has 
a decisive effect in many cases. Between 
2 young horses of approximately equal 
racing class, the one with “off” breeding 
may command a fee less than a third of 
that set for his fashionably bred contemp- 
orary; his opportunities will be less at 
the beginning, and unless he is fortunate 
enough to gain some distinction with his 
first 2 or 3 crops, he is likely to have even 
worse opportunity thereafter. 

The issue is confounded by the irre- 
sistible tendency to find new merit in a 
pedigree whenever the performance of the 
offspring make such a reappraisal con- 
venient. At any rate, the data given here 
are based upon performance only, and 
more specifically upon earnings as a gen- 
eralized gauge of performance. 

Reading the Tabulations 


The first column of Table I shows the 
distribution, according to rate of earnings 
of their offspring, of the 159 stallions 
which had racing indexes upward of 
20.00, that is, which earned at least 20 
times the average expectation of the years 
in which they raced, in whatever countries 
the racing was done. It shows 8 of them 
with progeny indexes upward of 3.40, 1 
other above 3.20, 3 more above 3, and 
so on. 

Reading across the top line of the tab- 
ulation, it is seen that 8 of the 14 sires 
(the total is given in the right-hand 
column) with progeny indexes of 3.40 
and upward were horses with racing in- 
dexes of 20.00 and up; that 3 others were 
horses which won from 15 to 19 times 
average expectation; and that the remain-

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ing 3 were in 3 different categories. In 
similar fashion, the bottom line indicates 
that none of the 28 stallions with progeny 
indexes of less than .20 had racing indexes 
as high as 5.00, and that only 1 earned as 
much as 3 times average expectation. 
The cumulative percentage columns in 
Table II indicate the results in a pattern 
which, since it remains relatively constant 
from year to year, gives the general basis

for estimating probability. Even among 
horses of the highest class, as indicated 
by the earnings index, 43 per cent have 
progeny indexes below 1.40, and the per- 
centage below 1.40 moves up rapidly as 
the racing index drops into lower cate- 
gories: 98 per cent of the stallions with 
racing indexes below 1.00 (average ex- 
pectation) fall below the 1.40 mark on 
the progeny test. 


There are irregularities in the table, as 
in any data involving so many genetic 
and environmental variables. but the re- 
lationship between racing class and sire 
success is clear. It is made still more 
apparent—or rather. more easily read—in 
Table III, which inverts some of the cu- 
mulative percentages in Table II. 

According to the results at the end of 
1959, 77 per cent of the stallions with

racing indexes of 20.00 and upward had 
progeny which earned at least as much 
as average expectation; 57 per cent had 
progeny which earned 40 per cent above 
average expectation; 27 per cent had pro- 
geny which earned twice the average; and 
8 per cent reached the very high level of 
3 times the average. 

In general, the chance of reaching a 
given level of success declines as the 
racing class of the sire declines. and the 
differences become greater as the standard 
of success is raised. An index of 2.00 is 
attained by 20 per cent of the stallions 
which had racing indexes between 15.00 


and 19.99, by 10 per cent of those between 
10.00 and 14.99, and by a maximum of 
2 per cent of horses which earned less 
than 10 times average expectation. If the 
966 stallions which were unraced or had 
racing indexes below 10.00 are taken as 
a group. only 10 of them, or 1 per cent. 
had progeny indexes upward of 2.00. 

Some of the best stallions. including 
*Royal Charger (whose actual class is 
not reflected by first-money earnings in 
England). the injured Beau Max, and the 
unraced *Alibhai, are in the groups for 
which the index reflects little or no 
eminence on the race course. Sires of 
their quality may be expected to appear 
in about the same proportion, roughly 1 
in 100. in these groups. except among un- 
raced horses. where the chance of finding 
another sire as good as *Alibhai is prob- 
ably nearer to 1 in 10,000. 

In the list showing the progeny indexes 
of horses with racing indexes upward of 
20.00, the name of Tom Fool is absent 
because he had only 38 year-starters 
through 1959. His racing index was 69.57, 
progeny index 11.47. 


Summary 


The record of a stallion depends upon 
several variables aside from his genotype. 
Most important among these (assuming 
that the offspring are raised and raced 
in normal environment) is the quality of 


the mares which become the dams of his 
foals, and the quality of the mares tends 
to vary in proportion to the subjective 
judgment of the stallion’s ancestry, as well 
as in proportion to his demonstrated racing 
class. 

Nevertheless. racing class, or pheno- 
type. offers the best clue to genotype— 
until the latter is revealed by the perform- 
ance of the offspring. An Italian writer. 
commenting on a previous study of this 
sort. remarked that everybody knew this, 
and raised the question as to why it was 
necessary to prove it. Was it useful? he 
asked. 

The usefulness of the study lies in the 
fact that it provides quantitative measure- 
ments. It indicates the normal limits of 
expectation in a competitive enterprise. It 
shows what percentages of horses in vari- 
ous categories of racing success may be 
expected to attain given levels of success 
in the stud. It indicates, incidentally, that 
expectation usually runs too high in the 
case of young stallions which have been 
champions on the race course; that the 
predicted progeny index for a_ stallion 
with a racing index upward of 50.00 
should be between 2.00 and 3.00, at the 
best. until his progeny have been proved. 
In effect, it reveals the odds, as deter- 
mined by actual experience.
